To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

CAISTOR'  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1950. 

The  general  health  and  welfare  of  both  adults  and  children 
in  the  District  continues  to  be  good.  You  will  note  that  the 
infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  again  extremely  low.  The  Death  rate 
is  also  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Progress  has  continued  in  rehousing  the  working  popula- 
tion. It  will  be  noted  that  159  council  houses  have  been  completed 
since  the  war  (1945)  while  65  houses  were  built  in  the  same 
period  by  Private  Enterprise. 

33  parishes  are  now  on  a piped  water  supply  and  approxi- 
mately 2,897  houses  covering  a population  of  about  9,270  are 
served.  This  indicates  rapid  progress  towards  the  goal  of 
a universal  supply. 

Notifiable  diseases  showed  a small  rise  with  an  increase 
in  both  measles  and  whooping  cough.  No  diphtheria  has  been 
notified  for  three  years. 

There  has  been  further  steady  progress  in  the  sanitary 
state  of  the  District  with  the  opening  of  the  Tealby  Sewage 
Works  and  the  conversions  in  a number  of  properties  from  pail 
or  privy  closets  to  water  closets. 

It  is  again  my  pleasant  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  the  excellent  work  done  by  Mr.  Drakes  during  the 
year  which  is  very  fully  covered  in  his  report.  Thanks  are  also 
due  to  the  valuable  assistance  provided  by  Mr.  Morley  and  the 
Office  Staff.  Mr.  Dixon  has  also  been  involved  in  a considerable 
amount  of  extra  work  in  the  survey  of  the  Market  Rasen  Water 
Company’s  works  which  has  been  necessitated  by  their  early 
acquisition  by  the  Council. 

I wish  also  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  co-operation  In  our  work.

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SECTION  A 

VITAL  AND  GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  estimated  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General 
was  13,900  which  shows  a reduction  of  50  on  the  previous  year. 
These  figures  include  the  non-civilian  population  at  Binbrook 
Aerodrome  in  the  parish  of  Stainton-le-Vale.  Only  5 infants 
under  one  year  of  age  died  giving  the  second  lowest  mortality 
rate  since  1942. 

The  Caistor  Rural  District  consists  of  40  parishes  and  covers 
an  area  of  119,992  acres.  Apart  from  a few  minor  industries 
and  ironstone  mining  in  Nettleton  Parish  the  district  is  entirely 
agricultural.

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SECTION  B 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

1 Mental  Illness — Treatment  will  be  arranged  in  conjunction 
with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Supervision  and  aftercare 
will  be  carried  out  by  specially  trained  workers  employed  by 
the  County  Council. 

Mental  Defectives — The  County  Council  through  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  will  make  arrangements  for  the  institutional 
care  of  mental  defectives. 

The  County  Council  remains  responsible  for  the  care  and 
supervision  of  mental  defectives  in  their  own  homes. 

2 Laboratory  Facilities 

Examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laborator/, 
St.  Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln,  and  at  Grimsby  and  District 
Hospital.  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin,  Anti-typhoid  Serum,  and 
Scarlet  Fever  Streptococcus  Anti-toxin  are  supplied  by  the 
District  Council. 

3 Ambulance  Facilities,  Under  National  Fire  Service 

An  Ambulance  can  be  obtained  either  through  the  patients 
Doctor  or  Nurse,  or  in  the  event  of  emergency  by  asking 
the  Telephone  Operator  for  the  Ambulance  Station.

SECTION  C 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  : There  has  again  been  an  increase  to 
215  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  1950  over  the  previous 
years  from  1946  onwards.  Comparable  notifications  were  176 
in  1946,  172  in  1947,  181  in  1948  and  196  in  1949. 

Measles  recorded  a new  “high”  of  121  cases  as  against  115 
and  114  in  previous  years.  Whooping  Cough  also  Increased  to 
80  cases  as  against  49  and  71  in  the  two  previous  years. 

Only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified.  The  last  case 
of  diphtheria  notified  was  in  1948.  Pneumonia  was  not  notified 
v/hich  contrasts  with  15  cases  in  1949.  However,  6 deaths  from 
Pneumonia  were  notified. 

127  primary  immunisations  against  diphtheria  were  carried 
out.  This  represents  a considerable  drop  over  the  previous 
years.  154  children  received  “booster”  immunisation  doses. 
This  shows  a rise  over  the  previous  year,  but  is  much  lower 
than  the  453  in  1948. 

Primary  vaccinations  against  Smallpox  numbered  54.  Revac- 
cinations numbered  only  6. 

Notifications  of  tuberculosis  remained  low  at  6 as  against 
13  in  1949.  Erysipelas  was  the  only  other  disease  to  have  three 
cases  reported. 

SECTION  D 
Water  Supply 

The  total  number  of  parishes  now  on  a piped  water  supply 
is  33. 

Approximately  2,897  houses  are  now  on  a piped  water 
supply  covering  a population  of  9,270. 

Middle  Rasen  and  Tealby  are  still  supplied  by  the  Market 
Rasen  Water  Co.  The  supply  to  Tealby  is  Inadequate  in  certain 
areas.  Holton-le-Moor  and  Brocklesby  are  on  privately  owned 
water  supplies,  which  have  been  adequate  and  wholesome. 
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The  private  supplies  to  the  hamlets  of  Kirmond-le-Mire  and 
Swinhope  are  limited,  and  in  the  case  of  Kirmond-le-Mire,  of 
doubtful  quality.  The  completion  of  the  Regional  Scheme  will 
rectify  this. 

By  the  end  of  1950,  the  parishes  of  Riby,  Keelby,  Limber. 
Swallow,  Cabourne,  Rothwell,  Linwood  and  Lissington  were 
on  mains  supply  with  connections  completed. 

The  mains  supply  had  also  reached  Waddingham,  Snitterby 
Bishop  Norton  and  Glentham  though  house  connections  were 
not  completed. 

89  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis,  9 were  from 
wells,  and  80  from  public  supplies. 

A comprehensive  report  on  these  results  is  included  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  report.  An  estimate  of  the  population  on 
piped  supplies  is  included  as  under.

SECTION  E 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  completion  of  the  new  sewerage  works  at  Tealby  marks 
another  step  forward  in  the  sanitation  of  the  area. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  properties  on 
sewers  is  now  1,108  in  5 parishes,  1,061  properties  have  W.C.’s 
installed,  throughout  the  whole  district. 

Approximately  2,951  houses  have  pail  closets  or  privies. 
Plans  for  the  installation  of  a sewerage  system  at  Keelby  have 
been  approved. 

The  installation  of  sewage  works  for  Waddingham  and  part 
of  Osgodby  has  been  approved  in  principal. 

41  properties  have  had  conversions  from  pail  closets  to  water 
closets  during  the  year. 

This  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  Council’s  grant  of  financial 
assistance  to  the  owners.

. SECTION  F 
Housing 

The  very  comprehensive  report  by  the  Surveyor  indicates  the 
steady  progress  made  in  the  Caistor  Rural  District  over  the 
last  20  years  in  rehousing  the  population.  Since  the  war  159 
Council  Houses  have  been  built  of  which  45  were  completed 
in  1950.  Houses  provided  by  Private  Enterprise  over  the  same 
period  numbered  65  of  which  13  were  completed  in  1950.  In 
all  224  houses  have  been  completed  since  the  war.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  45  Council  Houses  were  under  construction. 
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In  addition  to  the  provision  of  new  houses  the  reconditioning 
and  instalment  of  electricity,  piped  water  supplies,  and  new 
stoves  has  brought  many  of  the  older  Council  Houses  into  line 
with  those  recently  built. 

In  27  private  houses  reconditioning  was  carried  out.  In  all 
these  cases  bathrooms,  hot  water  and  W.C.’s  have  been  installed.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  In  submitting  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  sixth  Annual  Report  as  your  Sanitary  inspector 
and  Surveyor.  Details  of  work  carried  out  in  your  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December, 
1950,  are  given  in  full. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  progress  in  all  aspects  of  the 
Department’s  work,  as  the  reading  of  this  reporc  will  show 
without  doubt. 

1.  TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

The  Council  in  operation  of  the  delegated  powers  from  che 
Lindsey  County  Council  under  the  Town  Sc  Country  Planning 
Act,  1947,  have  dealt  with  a total  of  112  planning  proposals 
during  the  year.  The  Planning  Register  is  now  a statutory  docu- 
ment available  on  demand  for  public  scrutiny. 

Of  the  112  cases  dealt  with  three  were  refused  on  planning 
grounds,  all  in  the  case  of  private  applicants. 

Much  informal  work  is  done  by  your  staff  In  assisting  private 
applicants  to  prepare  application  forms,  discuss  sites  and  pro- 
posals, and  generally  help  liaison  between  the  individual  and 
the  County  Planning  Authority. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
General  Development  Order,  1950,  in  May  1950,  has  cased 
somewhat  the  responsibilities  of  the  householder  or  farmer 
wishing  to  carry  out  small  additions  and  alterations. 

The  term  “permitted  development”  now  covers  a considerably 
wider  field  and  gives  some  degree  of  freedom  to  the  individual 
owner. 

2,  HOUSSNG  AND  BUaLDING  DEVELOPMENT 
1.  General 

The  Council  continue  to  press  ahead  with  new  housing,  and 
in  accordance  with  Government  policy  the  number  of  private 
enterprise  houses  erected  has  been  severely  restricted. 

Other  building  works  !iave  been  completed  as  quickly  as  Civil 
Building  Control  restrictions  have  allowed,  although  relaxations 
in  the  “free  limits”  under  which  buildings  may  be  erected  o^ 
altered  have  encouraged  building  operations  especially  on  farm 
premises. 

The  shortage  of  essential  materials  such  as  bricks,  timber  and 
cement  has  restricted  both  new  housing  and  repair  and  recon- 
struction programmes. 
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The  following  details  show  the  proposals  approved  by  the 
Council  during  the  year  with  comparative  figures  for  preceeding 
years.

4.  COUNCIL  HOUSING— GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  cost  of  your  Council  Houses  has  varied  in  the  post  war 
years  between  £1,214  and  £1,496,  including  site  works. 

Rents  of  new  houses  have  been  fixed  at  11/-  per  week  plus 
rates  which  vary  over  the  District  between  2/8d  to  4/5d.  per 
week. 

A feature  of  post  war  housing  has  been  the  provision  of  old 
peoples  bungalows  at  a rent  of  7/-  per  week  plus  rates. 

All  these  rents  compare  extremely  favourably  with  present 
costs  and  rents  of  new  houses  generally,  and  rents  in  other 
neighbouring  districts. 

Prewar  house  rents  vary  between  7/-  and  8/-  per  week  plus 
rates. 

The  Repairs  and  Maintenance  Fund  benefits  by  a sum  of  £6 
per  house  per  annum,  and  this  amount  is  spent  annually.  Rising 
costs  of  materials  and  labour  are  having  an  adverse  effect  on 
this  fund,  and  the  completion  of  the  South  Western  portion 
of  the  Council’s  Regional  water  supply  scheme  has  necessitated 
the  spending  of  a considerable  sum  on  cold  water  services  <d 
replace  pumps.  This  has  meant  little  Council  House  painting 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

5.  RECONDITIONING— COUNCIL  HOUSES 

The  policy  of  reconditioning  prewar  Council  Houses  has  been 
continued  during  the  past  12  months. 

A further  18  houses  have  had  hot  water  Installed,  using 
modern  solid  fuel  cooking  appliances.  47  houses  have  been 
provided  with  electrical  installations.  These  installations  are 
comparable  in  standard  with  those  provided  to  new  houses. 

The  increase  of  rents  by  agreement  with  the  tenant  by  1 /6d.  per 
week  for  hot  water  and  1 /3d.  per  week  for  electricity  in  order 
to  cover  the  cost  of  reconditioning  appears  to  be  reasonable, 
and  there  is  a demand  for  expansion  of  the  scheme.

Houses  erected  in  the  years  1920-1936  which  have  been  recon- 
ditioned and  have  a rent  of  9/9d.  compare  very  favourably 
with  the  new  house  at  II/-  per  week. 

6.  RECONDITIONING— PRIVATE  HOUSING 

27  houses  have  been  reconditioned  during  the  year  in  various 
parishes.  In  some  cases  empty  delapidated  cottages  have  been 
brought  back  into  use,  in  other  cases  modern  amenities  ana 
replanning  has  brought  old  property  up  to  modern  standards. 

In  all  cases  running  hot  water,  separate  bathrooms,  one  or 
more  W.C.’s,  have  been  installed. 

The  control  of  civil  building  by  the  necessity  for  licences  for 
all  work  over  £100  tends  to  restrict  this  type  of  reconditioning 
most  of  all.  The  reason  is  that  the  Control  Government 
department  fixes  a “ceiling”  for  expenditure  on  housing  repair 
licences  which  is  completely  out  of  relation  to  the  work  required, 
availability  of  labour  and  materials  in  the  area. 

The  position  is  further  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  any 
approvals  for  reconditioning  which  are  “grant  aided”  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949,  must  also  come  out  of  the  Council’s  “celling” 
of  repair  expenditure  for  the  year. 

This  legislation  designed  to  help  the  private  owner  to  improve 
his  property,  is  stifled  by  the  effect  of  further  legislation,  and 
what  appeared  to  be  a real  opportunity  for  improving  housing 
standards  has  proved  otherwise. 

During  1950  one  further  application  was  received  for  financial 
aid  for  reconditioning  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949.  This  brought 
the  total  number  of  cases  to  four,  since  the  Inception  of  the 
scheme. 

Of  these  four  cases,  all  recommended  by  the  Council,  one 
was  refused,  one  withdrawn,  and  two  approved  by  the  Ministry 
concerned.

9.  SEWERAGE 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  and  works  at  Tealby  were 
completed  early  in  the  year  and  are  functioning  satisfactorily. 
The  work  of  connection  of  individual  houses  was  almost  complete 
on  31st  Decemeber,  1950. 

The  Parishes  of  Caistor,  Keelby,  North  Kelsey  and  South 
Kelsey  have  sewers  with  either  irrigation  works  or  septic  tank 
treatment. 

The  Parish  of  Middle  Rasen  has  a joint  sewerage  scheme  with 
the  Urban  District  Council  of  Market  Rasen,  the  works  being 
situated  in  Middle  Rasen  parish.

Early  in  the  year  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  by  an  Inspector  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  into  your  proposals  to  provide  sewers 
and  sewerage  schemes  in  the  parishes  of  Waddipgham  and 
Snitterby,  Keelby,  Osgodby  and  Glentham.  Evidence  was  given 
by  your  officers  in  support  of  these  schemes. 
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After  some  time  the  Minister  indicated  that  he  was  prepared 
to  consider  the  schemes  for  approval  as  follows  : — 

1.  Keelby — full  approval  as  submitted. 

2.  Waddingham  and  Snitterby — Waddingham  only. 

3.  Osgodby — part  of  village  only. 

4.  Glentham — refused  on  grounds  of  expense. 

Thus  progress  is  slow  in  the  implementation  of  the  CounciTs 
plans  for  those  villages  requiring  urgent  attention  to  provide 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works. 

Your  Consulting  Engineer  was  on  31st  December,  1950,  there- 
fore preparing  the  Keelby  scheme  for  advertisement  for  tender, 
and  preparing  revised  schemes  for  Osgodby  and  Waddingham. 

In  addition  preliminary  work  and  preparation  of  plans  and 
details  are  in  hand  for  the  submission  of  the  following  schemes 
to  the  Ministry  in  accordance  with  your  original  decision  as 
soon  as  possible. 

1.  Nettleton  and  Caistor  (Extensions  and  Disposal  Works). 

2.  Limber. 

3.  North  Kelsey 

4.  South  Kelsey. 

5.  Grasby. 

10.  DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  financial  assistance  has  been  given  in  41  cases 
for  the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets. 


Since  1945,  79  grant  aided  cases  have  been  approved  and 
carried  out. 

The  financial  assistance  given  by  the  Council  Is  an  incentive 
to  owners  to  convert  to  water  closets,  and  the  scheme  will  no 
doubt  expand  as  new  sewers  are  provided  in  various  parishes. 

All  new  drainage  work  is  tested  by  water  or  smoke  test  by 
staff  of  your  Public  Health  Department. 

During  1950,  692  inspections  were  made  of  new  or  defective 
house  drainage  systems.  Defects  were  located  and  remedied  by 
reconstruction  or  renewals  to  out  of  date  or  defective  systems. 

The  provision  of  septic  tanks  for  Individual  houses  or  groups 
of  houses  where  no  sewers  exist  has  received  careful  supervision. 
Standard  plans  are  provided  for  the  type  of  appliance  suited  to 
varying  cases,  and  the  greatest  care  is  exercised  to  prevent 
pollution  of  watercourses,  or  souring  of  soakage  areas.

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11.  WATER  SUPPLIES 


Progress  in  the  laying  of  water  mains  and  bringing  more 
villages  on  the  mains  supply  continued  to  be  good  during  1950. 

On  31st  December,  1950,  laying  of  mains  was  completed  in 
Glentham,  Bishop  Norton,  Snitterby  and  Waddingham,  anJ 
connections  were  already  being  carried  out  to  properties. 

Details  of  the  position  regarding  parishes  and  population  are 
supplied  in  the  Medical  Officer’s  report. 

The  Waterworks  Manager,  Mr.  H.  Dixon,  has  now  over  120 
miles  of  water  main  in  his  charge,  with  more  than  500  meter 
supplies,  four  pumping  stations,  and  five  reservoirs  of  varying 
capacity. 

Supplies  of  water  from  springs  have  remained  good  throughout 
the  year,  with  surplus  at  Nettleton  and  Otby.  A limited  amount 
of  water  is  pumped  via  Swallow  pumphouse  to  the  reservoir 
at  Caistor  Top,  from  Grimsby  and  Cleethorpes  Water  Board. 

During  the  year  89  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public 
supplies  and  wells. 

The  standards  of  results  are  satisfactory,  and  chlorination  of 
supplies  at  source  is  carried  out  where  possible. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Council  have  considered  fully  the 
question  of  chlorination  over  the  whole  district,  and  your  Con- 
sulting Engineer  was  on  31st  December,  1950,  preparing  a 
comprehensive  scheme  to  carry  this  out.

15.  PUBLIC  SCAVENGING 


It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  on  1st  April,  1950,  a dry  refuse 
collection  scheme  was  put  into  operation  covering  the  whole 
area.  Complaints  have  been  remarkably  few,  and  tipping  ■ 
carried  out  at  strategic  points  in  the  district.  The  number  of 
dustbins  is  progressively  increasing  and  estimated  at  1,600. 
Control  over  vermin  and  weeds  on  tips  is  well  maintained. 
Weekly  collections  are  made  in  Caistor,  Keelby,  Brocklesby, 
Nettleton»  and  fortnightly  throughout  the  rest  of  District. 

16.  RODENT  CONTROL 

A Rodent  Operator  is  fully  employed  in  conjuction  with 
Brigg  U.D.C.  and  Market  Rasen  U.D.C.  Much  of  his  time  is 
spent  on  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tip  control. 

Third  party  premises  are  treated  on  request  and  business 
premises  are  surveyed  regularly. 

Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Lindsey  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee  Pests  Officer  ,apd  work  on  farms  and  private  pre- 
mises co-ordinated  wherever  possible. 
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The  whole  of  the  work  carried  out  is  subject  to  financial  aid 
from  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

17.  PETROL  AMD  CARBIDE 

On  31st  December,  1950,  the  amount  of  petrol  stored  under 
licence  had  increased  to  57,400  gallons,  there  being  19  public 
filling  stations  and  52  private  petrol  pumps  and  licensed  stores. 

The  number  of  licences  to  store  Calcium  of  Carbide  is  two, 
with  a storage  capacity  of  2,000  lbs. 

18.  GENERAL 

I wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  of  the  whole  of  the  staff 
of  your  Public  Health  Department,  and  to  the  loyalty  and  hard 
work  of  all  outside  employees.  Relations  with  ratepayers  as  a 
whole  are  cordial  throughout,  which  is  the  true  measure  of  the 
success  of  the  services  which  the  Council  endeavour  to  provide. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council,  Officers  and  staff  of  the  Council,  for 
their  continued  confidence  and  support  at  all  times.
